Despite outstanding stu- 
dents, faculty, and curriculum, 
Andover High School faces a 
staffing situation that is reach- 
ing a critical mass. Those were 
among the observations of AHS 
Principal Peter Anderson fol- 
lowing his first semester on the 
job as he gave his account of the 
Andover High situation to the 
School Committee Tuesday 
night. 

Following his address, 
Anderson responded to specific 
questions from the School Com- 
mittee regarding such issues as 
staffing. He illustrated the situ- 
ation at the high school by 
pointing out that currently 154 
students, or eight percent of the 
high-school population, are tak- 
ing independent study courses, 
because there are not enough 
regular classes available for 
them. He said that freshmen 
and sophomores are being 
forced to take fewer credits 
than they would like so that 
enough classes are available for 
juniors and seniors. 

“J want you to understand 
that we are reaching a point 
where we will be in serious 
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trouble if we don’t get the 
staffing we need,” said Ander- 
son, adding that without new 
teachers, the high school 
staffing situation would reach 
qa “critical mass.” 

School Committee Chair- 


women Tina Girdwood tied the 
issue to the brewing school- 
budget debate. 

“Andover’s got to decide 
whether they want classes 
with 29 students or not,” said 
Girdwood. “The town’s got to 
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decide what it wants its 
schools to look like.” 

In the body of his presenta: 
tion, | Anderson described 
Andover students as “noised, 
articulate, courteous, percep 
tive, and upbeat.” He said that 
upon taking the job, he might 
have expected faculty and cur- 
riculum issues to top his list of 
concerns, as they would in most 
schools, but instead, he said, 
they are “not in the top 10.” 

“The quality of education in 
Andover is as high as I’ve ever 
seen,” said Anderson. “We 
have dedicated teachers who 
work hard at what they do.” 
He described curriculum 
restructuring at Andover in 
the wake of education reform 
as “a sane process, a rational 
process.” 

Anderson then went on to 
describe other concerns he 
has. Topping the list were 
issues of what he called issues 
of “scale” and “connected- 
ness.” With a student body of 
1,628 and a faculty of about 140, 
Anderson said it is both physi- 
cally difficult to put all the stu- 
dents in one place for assem- 
blies and all the faculty in one

room for faculty meetings. It’s 
also a challenge to make so 
many students feel emotional- 
ly connected to one another 
and to the school community 
at large, he said. 

“It’s easy for students to feel 
that they’re not being noticed or 
identified,” said Anderson. “We 
need to provide a sense of identi- 
ty for everyone and see that 
there are no students who feel 
disenfranchised. A community 
this size needs to be connected 
by core values and beliefs, and 
we need to figure out how to 
identify and disseminate those 
core values and beliefs.” 

Waxing philosophical, 
Anderson also suggested that 
educators need to “rethink 
school as an institution.” 
Using the term “education sys- 
tem” in a broad sense, he said 
that schools today are a small- 
er part of the total education 
system than they once were, 
because young people today 
have access to such a_ vast 
amount of information 
through media such as the 
Internet and television. 

“We are no longer the pri- 
mary education giver in this 


country,” said Anderson, “and 
we're deluding ourselves if we 
think we are.” He said that 
educators need to start think- 
ing of themselves as only a 
part of this larger and rapidly 
changing system, and to con- 
stantly reexamine their prac- 
tices in that light. 

He also said, however, that 
the high school should be “in a 
position of preeminence in the 
community,” and he suggested 
that the school needs to do a 
better job of communicating 
its activities to local residents, 
and to make a practice of more 
actively “celebrating what we 
do in school.” 

Following Anderson's 
remarks, Andover Education 
Association president and high 
school social studies teacher 
Tom Meyers rose and made a 
comment to the committee. 

“I just wanted to take the 
opportunity to say publicly 
that Peter is being very well- 
received (at the high school) 
because of his insight, intelli- 
gence, and ability to get things 
done,” said Meyers. “He’s 

working with us to solve prob- 
lems.”

Fire location has been source 


Editor, Townsman. 

In the early morning hour of 
3 am. on Friday, Feb. 238, we 
were awakened by the sounds 
of explosions and a doorbell 
rung by a neighbor trying to 
wake us and waln us of the 
nearby Swimming Pool Center 
fire. We were fortunate to have 
been warned, but had little time 
to get dressed and quickly leave 
our home. We called neighbors 
who were already awake and 
we all could not believe that our 
fears for the last two year’s con- 
cerning the Pool Center had 
become a reality. 

Since the fire was so severe, 
explosions were continually 
going off and fire hoses were 
blocking the street, the Red 
Cross could not come to pick us 
up with the rescue vehicles and 
we were not permitted to leave 
with our own vehicles. The Red 
Cross told us we had to evacu- 
ate our home and belongings 
within a few minutes. Several P 
fire trucks lined the top of our streets and 
one had already caught on fire from an 
explosion. We had to walk with our 22- 
month-old son and neighbors of all ages, 
some elderly, some with infants and chil- 
dren through a thick cloud of smoke, 
explosions, and burning chemicals (chlo- 
rine) to reach the vehicles that would 
evacuate us. 

We. the Shepley Street residents, had 
brought our concerns to the Board of 
Selectman last December concerning the 
Pool Centers activities of storing power 
ful chemicals too close to our homes. We 
were very concerned about what would 
happen if a fire broke out. 

The swimming pool business (owned 
by an Andover family) seemingly out its 
own initiative took over a 150-year-old

day, and we’ve done that.” 

Martini has evidence to 
back up her claim: two year's 
ago, she says, a survey of AHS 
students showed that among 
Andover boys, phys ed was 
their favorite class, and 
among girls, it was their sec- 
ond-favorite. 

Martini says the contribu- 
tion to the physical education 
program of which she is most 
proud is her “High Five” pro- 
gram, which she put in place 
in her first year with the 
intent of creating a positive 
incentive for student perfor- 
mance. 

“Kids get in trouble enough 
when they’re late for school 
and have to sit in detention 
and that kind of thing,” she 
says. “We wanted to approach 
discipline from a more posi- 
tive direction.” Students earn 
credit toward a “High Five” 
through positive behavior 
“above and beyond what they 
get a grade on,” according to 
Martini, such as volunteering 
to put equipment away after 
class or assisting another stu- 
dent with an activity. After 
the first such occasion, 4 stu- 
dent has his or her name post- 
ed on a. bulletin board on a 
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is on the 
of a lot of 


cutout in the shape of a hand 
with one finger extended in a 
“High One.” Each time there- 
after that the student is recog- 
nized, another finger is added, 
until he or she achieves a High 
Five. Students who achieve 
and maintain a High Five 
until the end of the year get to 
go on a field trip. 

“This is our way of promot- 
ing sportsmanship, respect, 
and a positive attitude,” says 
Martini. “And it works. Every 
day before class the kids are 
out there checking the bulletin 


of the program, qualifying stu- 
dents went on a trip to Fenway 
Park; the next year, they went 
to the sports museum in the 
Fleet Center; another year, 
they visited the sports desk at 
The Boston Globe. 

“And this has nothing to do 
with their athletic ability,” 
she continues. “It’s about hav- 
ing the right attitude. Some- 
times the kids say, ‘I scored 
three goals today, how come I 
don’t get something toward my 
High Five?’ And I say, ‘If 
you're so good, how come you 
didn’t spend more time trying 
to set up a shot for other 
kids?” 

As a youth, Martini didn’t 
spend a lot of time agonizing 
over what she wanted to do 
with her life. 

“When I was in fourth 
grade, | remember going home 
and announcing to my parents 
that I wanted to be a gym 
teacher,” she says, adding that 
the accepted term is now 
“physical education teacher.” 
Upon graduating from Brain- 
tree High School, she started 
on her path. 

“t always wanted to go to 
Springfield College,” she says. 
“I applied for early admission, 
I got in, started studying phys- 
ical education, and I never 
looked back.” 


she joined the athletics depart- 
ment at Lexington High School 
and stayed there for 10 years. 
While there, she took a part 
time job coaching women’s 
basketball at Boston College, 
thinking she might want to 
become a college coach for her 
favorite sport. 

“After coaching for two 
years, | found out that my 
heart was in teaching on the 
high-school level,” she says. 
When she decided to have chil- 
dren, she stopped teaching for 
a few years and began driving 
qa school bus in Lexington. 
While driving a bus, she says 
she would occasionally look in 
at the gymnasium at the ele- 
mentary school her children 
attended, and there she made 
the acquaintance a physical 
education teacher named 
David Fazio. She decided she 
wanted to work with him.

Nuisance or not? 


Selectmen bite 
into dog issue

Five selectmen put their heads together 
Monday night to ponder a dog bite. 

The board listened for 30 minutes to Theresa 
Mullen, a Woodland Road resident, who 
explained that a dog bit her leg last July, and 
then to her lawyer, Dan McCarthy, who talked 
about why they should put their “official” 
stamp of approval on the restrictions already 
imposed by Town Manager Buzz Stapezynski 
last October. 

Jane Griswold, also a Woodland Road resi- 
dent, owns the dog but was not presext at the 
hearing. She is not forced to obey Stapezyns- 
ki’s restrictions unless they are affirmed by 
the selectmen, said McCarthy. Therefore, his 
client wanted the board to officially declare 
the dog a “nuisance.” 

“Clearly the bite occurred,” concluded 
Selectman Mary French. But was that reason 
enough to deem the dog a nuisance? Select- 
men Chairman Brian Major didn’t think so. 
“Say you have a young puppy, and there’s 
always nipping. Would that be considered a 
bite? And then (the puppy) is considered a 
nuisance for the rest of its life,” Major said. 

There was no uncertainty on the matter for 
Selectman Ted Teichert. “A bite is a bite. I 
don’t know what we're fighting about,” he 
said. “It’s kind of common sense.” 

The selectmen finally voted 5-0 that the dog 
did actually bite the woman, and they reaf- 
firmed the recommendations — that the dog be 
leashed, tied or enclosed at all times - that 
had been set four months ago by the police 
and town manager.

Continuum Level IV course of

A draft of town regulations for tat- 
tooing and other pody art will be the 
subject of a public hearing at the next 
Board of Health meeting on Monday, 
March 5. 

According to public health nurse 
Joanne Martel, the 22-page “Rules and 
Regulations for Body Art Establish- 
ments and Practitioners” is a combi- 
nation of model regulations provided 


| by the state Department of Public 
| Health and the Massachusetts Health 


Officers’ Association. Local boards of 
health in Massachusetts are required 
to develop such regulations in the 
wake of last year’s state Supreme 


| Judicial Court ruling that overturned 
| the state’s ban on tattooing and cer- 
| tain other forms of body art on First 


Amendment grounds. 

“Body art” is defined in the regula- 
tion as “the practice of physieal body 
adornment by permitted establish- 


| ments and practitioners using, but 
' not limited to, the following tech- 


niques: body piercing, tattooing, COS- 
metic tattooing, branding, and scarifi-

| cation. 


Among the notable aspects of the 
regulation, said Martel, is the prohibi- 
tion of certain forms of body art 


| unless performed by a medical doctor, 


such as piercing of the tongue, neck, 
ankle, or genitalia. 

“(This restriction) lists things that 
are medjeally sensitive, that could 
cause damage,” said Martel. “We 
don’t prohibit it,” she said, because 


| the court ruling forbids prohibition.

We don’t fully believe a piercer may 
have the medical knowledge to start 
putting needles through sensitive 
areas of the body.” 

To ensure a minimum level of med- 
ical knowledge, said Martel, the regu 
lation also mandates that a body art 
practitioner show evidence of having 

a college course on anatomy 
and physiology with a grade of C or 
better, as well as a training program 
in blood-borne pathogens and certifi- 
cation in first aid and CPR.

“To deal with the 
body, you have to know what the 
body is and how it works.

“Most of those who have come for- 
ward want the regulations,” she said, 
in order to give legitimacy to their 
trade. “They want to get rid of under- 
ground piercers and so on, because it 
causes problems. They want to main- 
stream the profession.” 

Martel encouraged 
dance at the hearing.

“The regulation is only going to be as 
good as the people who give input.” 

Martel added, “Our job is to not get 
involved in whether it’s in good taste 
or bad taste or morally wrong, our job 
is to make it safe.
